I am  following  up  on  your  offer  to  assist  with  a constituent  company,  Cashman 
Equipment  Corp  (“Cashman”)  that  is  on  the  ground  in  Denver  regarding  the  Gold 
King  Mine  cleanup.  According  to  their  people  on  the  ground,  EPA  has  released  an 
Interim  Plan  for  Incident  Command  Transition,  according  to  the  company’s 
representatives,  the  believe  that  EPA  will  be  scaling  down  the  Incident  Command 
Post  in  Durango  CO,  and  transitioning  to  a long-term  operational  plan  that  can  be 
supported  by  the  Agency’s  Regional  Offices. 


Cashman’s  representatives  are  interested  in  setting  up  a meeting  (30  minutes  ) with 
representatives  of  Environmental  Restoration,  Inc.  (which  I understand  has  been 
brought  in  by  the  EPA  to  lead  in  the  clean-up)  and  a representative  of  the  Regional 
offices  of  the  EPA. 

Again,  Cashman  has  a history  in  environmental  cleanup  particularly  the  Deep- 
Water  Horizon/BP  oil  spill  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  in  April  of  2010.  Cashman  realizes 
that  the  Gold  King  Mine  is  of  a different  nature  of  the  BP  spill,  but  they  believe  that 
they  could  provide  additional  tools  to  compliment  EPA’s  response  plan.  Not  sure  if 
any  of  this  is  doable,  but  I wanted  to  at  least  put  the  request  in  for  assistance.
